‘Human Element’ Important 
In New City Ordinances 


Two very strong ordinances have been adopted 
by the Upland city council this month. One concerns 
electrical installations and one—very, very volumnious 
—establishes zones and standards for development in 


each zone. 


It is well to have high standards to protect the 
public from fire and other hazards. It is well to have a 
good, effective plan that will result in the continued 
development of a top quality community. 

We must have good laws, whether it concerns 
the police, fire, building or water departments. And we 
must have. capable individuals to enforce these laws. 
The biggest factor, however, in any law is the “human 


element.” 


In recent weeks, we have been reading in The 
Upland News, the statements from the various candi- 
dates for the Upland city council. One point expressed 


more often than any other 


concerns the “human ele- 


ment”. The candidates call it “public relations’ and 
those referring to the situation call for an improvement 


in this phase of public and 


community life. 


This observation by candidates is very timely 
along with the adoption of two ordinances that will 


have a vital effect on the 


future structural develop- 


ment of the community. Most of the candidates have 
also expressed a desire to see the Upland community 
develop to its fullest; that the business center be. ex- 
panded to the limit and that industrialists be encour- 


aged to locate here.

He also 
said the part-time night and 
full-time day enrollments in 
regular college classes are 
about equal in numbers.
